These weighed 
G,000 pounds—three tons—apiece and, 
we are told, showed very fine, smooth 
workmanship.

three tons to smelt each ton of iron. 
Also all the ore was carted from the 
mine on pack horses, which took a load 
of about 300 pounds each.

Washington, IS v I V—That the Chit 
cd States is face to face with a serious 
crisis, iii its commercial affairs, due to 
the conditions by which its transporta­ 
tion system is confronted, was the opin 
ion expressed by VV. M. Acworth, Eng­ 
land's leading authority on railways, 
before the Newlands joint committee 
on interstate commerce at a special 
session hold here to enable the com 
mittee to bear his views before his de 
parture for London this week. 
Two 
steps are necessary, according to Air 
Acworth, to avert this crisis and to 
solve the threatening railroad problem 
confronting the country. 
The first is to allow the railroads to 
charge freight rates sufficient to meet 
the great advance in operating ex 
peases which is taking place and to 
enable them to command the credit 
necessary to provide the extensions 
and improvements needed to meet the 
growing demands of business. The sec­ 
ond is to do away with the multiple 
and conflicting systems of regulation 
that now hamper railway operation 
and to provide one centralized regula­ 
tory agency with such local snbdivi­ 
sional as may be necessary. 


Higher Rates a P u b lic Necessity. 
Mr. Acworth’s views on the transpor­ 
tation situation in the United States 
were expressed in answer to questions 
by members of the committee, who 
asked him to apply his knowledge 
of railway conditions throughout the 
world and of the experience of other 
countries with government ownership, 
to the present problem before the Unit­ 
ed States. 
“The fundamentaal factor in the sit­ 
uation is very simple,” said Mr. Ac­ 
worth. 
“It l i e s in the fact that yon 
cannot get three-quarter 
of a cent’s 
worth of work done for Ire s than three­ 
quarters of a cent, no matter whether 
the agency performing it is a govern­ 
ment or private enterprise 
Err ight 
rates must advance when the co t of 
performing the service advances as 
it is doing at present, just as the price , 
of bread or meat or any other com­ 
modity increases with increased cost 
of prod uc ti on.” 
In answer to a question Mr. Ac­ 
worth said rhat ho thought American 
freight rates had been at much too low 
a level for several years past, that they 
bad readied this low point during the 
period of cutthroat competition among 
the roads and had since been held 
there by regulating bodies. 
Unless re­ 
lief were afforded to the carriers very 
promptly, he said, the result would 
be a tremendous loss to the people of 
the whole country through Insufficien­ 
cy of transportation facilities. 


W eakn ess of Government Ownership. 
On Hie subject of government owner 
ship of railways Mr. Acworth said: 
“It is impossible to obtain satisfac 
tory results on government railways 
in a cb hoc rn tie state unless file uian-

Prussia, Mr Acworth said, was the 
best example of nu efficient govern­ 
ment railway system, and he pointed 
out that military considerations were 
treated as of paramount importance in 
the Prussian railway system. 
While 
American freight rates had been re­ 
duced nearly 40 per cent in thirty 
yeaVs, rates in Prussia were nearly os 
high as at the beginning of tho period 
While the charge for moving a ton of 
freight one mile in the United States 
was a trifle over three-quarters of a 
cent, the rate in Prussia was 1.41 
cents. 
As illustrating the difference in rates 
between government and private road- 
Mr. Acworth compared the railways 
of New South Wales, Australia, with 
those of Texas. 
While the amount of 
traffic to each mile of line was about 
the same in both cases he pointed out. 
the Texas railways performed for the 
public four times as much service as 
the government owned roads of New 
South Wales. 
The charge in Texas 
for hauling a ton of freight one mile 
was less than I cent, while in the Aus 
tralian state it was well over 2 cents. 
“American railways lead the world,’ 
said Mr. Acworth 
“Nowadays when 
men in any other part of tho world 
want to know’ how’ to run a railway 
they come to tho United States and 
stud UL your railways here. The Amer­ 
ican Tail w’ays are entirely the result 
of private enterprise, and I think they 
go a long way toward proving the case 
j ga inst government ownership.”

DAIRYING AND 
SOIL CULTURE 


SILOS FOR DAIRYMEN. 


Most 
Economical Method of Storing 
Green Feed For Cattle. 
Experiment stations and the best 
dairy and stock farms in this country 
have proved beyond doubt that a silo 
is almost indispensable to a successful 
dairy and live stock business, says the 
Pennsylvania State college. 
If such is 
the case, does not its need then be 
come doubly urgent under present con­ 
ditions ? 
The silo affords an economical way 
of storing green roughage. 
With the 
corn plant there is always a great 
waste iii harvesting, husking and stor­ 
ing the dry material. The silo elimi­ 
nates this waste. 
An average acre will produce 2,bld 
pounds of digestible dry m atter in tim 
othy hay, while in corn tear and stalk) 
it will produce 5,025 pounds, or prac­ 
tically twice as much digestible dry I 
matter.

GROW FEED FOR COWS. 


Roughages 
Must 
Largely 
Take 
the 
Place of Concentrates This Year. 
Grow an abundance of feed for the 
cow this season, advises A. S. Neale, 
specialist iii dairy husbandry, division 
of extension, Kansas Slate Agricul­ 
tural college. 
Already the price of concentrates is 
“out of sight.” 
Brices will continue 
high unless these concentrates are re­ 
placed by the cheaper roughages. 
Ev­ 
ery farmer should plan to grow plenty 
of alfalfa or clover and silage. 
If al­ 
falfa or clover cannot be grow n in your 
section substitute another leguminous 
crop, such as cowpeas. 
During the next twelve months the 
production of dairy products will be 
due largely to the feeding of roughages 
instead of concentrates, as has former­ 
ly been the case. 
Dairy cows of quality receiving noth­ 
ing but roughages can produce 200 to 
250 pounds of butter fat annually, pro 
vlded the roughage is fed in abundance 
and is composed of a combination of 
silage and a 
leguminous 
hay. 
Of 
course poor cow s will not do so w cli on 
this ration. 


Don’t Neglect tile Teeth. 
The teeth are an important factor in 
maintaining health. 
Boor, irregular, 
decayed teeth cause foul breath anc 
do not permit the thorough mastica­ 
tion of food. 
This creates intestinal 
disorders, caused by lumps of partly 
masticated food lying aud fermenting 
iii tile stomach. 
All food* must be in a liquid state 
before it can pass into the intestinal 
tract, so if this task be continually im­ 
posed ou the stomach it produces dis­ 
tress. 
The mouth is indicative of charac­ 
ter and as expressive as the eye. 
Re 
lilied and particular people do not neg­ 
lect tho appearance of the teeth. 
A reasonable amount of care, a good 
dentifrice and a fairly stiff brush—all 
these give pearly teeth, a clean, sweet 
breath, ruby lips and a feeling of per­ 
fect cleanliness.

Growing Silage Corn. 
Although planting corn four inches 
apart iii the row’ for silage has given 
the greater yields, the Ohio agricul­ 
tural experiment station recommends 
spacing the plants ten inches apart be­ 
cause of greater convenience in han­ 
dling the crop. As a five year average 
the/ftour inch spacing has yielded 
about two tons of green corn per acre 
more than the thinner planting, but 
the stalks are often so slender that 
they fall easily in storms and are diffi­ 
cult to harvest when so crowded.
